quiet, reserved man who rose from obscuniv 
through his leadership of thp French unoer- 
ground during the occupation. 

A relatively unknown professor, eaiiornLi 
writer and smalltime politician, he seems lo 
have attained eminence Quite by accid 
a result of his patriotic efforts. These c 
carried out with a shrewdness and dtaamniii; 
Innocence of manner, permitted him in ni- 
rect and maintain the work of the under- 
ground without detection, while some or ni."; 
closest associates were arrested, tourtured 
and killed by the nazls. 

His patriotic service brought him to tne at- 
tention of General de Gaulle, And throutii 
the Intricate ramifications of French pontics 
he found himself first In the French forei«ii 
office and then In his present eminent posi- 
tion. 

He inherited a canny, conciliatory pollc^y 
from General de Gaulle and improved on ii. 
RepresentlnR a country Important enoii^n 
to receive consideration but not strong 
enough to. force an Issue, he seems 'to have 
played both ends against the middle. Or to 
put It ftiore politely, he apparently could see 
and appreciate the Intransigent positions of 
"-SuS5l[r-0fl-^Ke~6t1"e"ircIenrii'a""Amehc[t"and 
Britain on the other, and by this longer 
perspective suggest solutions acceptable tfl all. 

In budging the three greatest powers from 
their formerly Immovable positions M. Bld- 
ault has not only illustrated again the force 
of an Individual in world affairs, but has also 
presented the future roles of the smaller na- 
Uons in a new and hopeful light. 

There will be future grave difficulties, cer- 
tainly. But a way has been shown of solving 
the first and greatest, and as a conseriucnce 
the world can breathe more easily. It can 
also thank M. Bldault, even though It does 
not know him very well as yet. 



ONLY THE BEGINNING 
The world war II peace conference, which 
so often has seemed so Impossibly remote, is 
finally scheduled. Tlius the first big step to- 
ward official peace and recovery Ls about to 
be made. But there Is every likelihood that 
this will be only one step on a long and diffi- 
cult Journey. 

In our own country's history, there are two 
rather discouraging precedents. The Revolu- 
tionary war. which ended for all practical 
purposes with Comwallls' surrender in Oc- 
tober, 1731, did not come to a formal end un- 
til January, 1784. 

In World war 1, congress did not ratify the 
p«Bce treaties with Germany and Austria un- 
til almost three years after Armistice day— 
Oct. 18, 1921, to be exact. 

The problems confronUng the forthcoming 
eooference may not be the most complicated 
twritorlally. But It is unUkely that the chief 
powers at i peace tabic have ever been more 
contantlous, even though the history of mili- 
tary aUIances shows that they tend to break 
up rapidly once their common enemy Is de- 
fett«d. 

Thus It would seem that the spectators 
avalUng the beginning o( the postwar era ol 
signed and sealed peace would be wise to 
tiring their lunches and their campstools, and 
Iffvara for i good long wait.
